Judgment of 
$100,000 
Is Reduced

LITTLE ROCK Wl — The 
Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court today re- 
duced a record-breaking $100,000 
judgment obtained in Pulaski Cir- 
cuil Court for the death of a Sa- 
line County resident. 


Even after the reduction, frorn 


$10,000 to 
$80,000, the judgment 


was the largest ever affirmed in 
a death or personal injury case 
by the Supreme Court. 


The court also reduced 
a com- 


panion judgment in favor of a man 
who was injured and left undis- 
turbed a third judgment. 


Overall affect was 
to 
reduce 


judgements totaling $145,000 to $117 
500. 


The $100,000 award was 
made 


by a Pulaski circuit Court 
jury 


against Southern National Insur- 
ance Co. of Little Rock for death 
of Ruben Knabe, 35. 


Knabe's light truck and an auto- 


mobile driven by John 
Calaway, 


18, of Benton, a temporary em- 
ploye of the insurance company 
collided on Oct. 13, 1953. 


Knabe was killed and two com 


panions, .1. Harold Williams am 
Norman E. Smith were injured.

an apparently permanent

left foot, from $20,000 to 


$12,500.

$100,000 
Is Reduced

LITTLE ROCK Wl — The 
Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court today re- 
duced a record-breaking $100,000 
judgment obtained in Pulaski Cir- 
cuil Court for the death of a Sa- 
line County resident. 


Even after the reduction, frorn 


$10,000 to 
$80,000, the judgment 


was the largest ever affirmed in 
a death or personal injury case 
by the Supreme Court. 


The court also reduced

panion judgment in favor of a man 
who was injured and left undis- 
turbed a third judgment.

by a Pulaski circuit Court

Ike Hasn't

WASHINGTON (P) — It is fairly 


c e r t a i n President 
Eisenhower 


hasn't decided whether this coun- 
try will fight to defend the Matsu 
and Quemoy islands from 
Red 


Chinese attack. He's been vague 
on it. The vagueness has a virtue. 


What isn't clear is whether the 


vagueness is deliberate or the re- 
sult of putting off a decision 
on 


an unpleasant problem until it oc- 
curs. If it's the latter, the vague- 
ness 
might turn out to be any- 


thing but a virtue. 


An individual high in the admin- 


istration —' he's been named by 
some newspapers as 
the Presi- 


dent's press secretary James C. 
Hagerty—told newsmen this week 
at an off-the-record dinner the d 
cision hasn't been made but prob- 
ably would be before an attack. 


There is no doubt about 
this 


country's determination to 
help 


Chiang Kai-shek and his National- 
ists defend Formosa. It is pledged 
by treaty to do so. But it is not 
committed to defending the small 
islands in the Formosa Strait. 


This is the virtue of vagueness 


on the islands: the 
Reds 
have 


threatened to take the islands. A 
warning from Eisenhower 
that 


they'd have to fight if they tried 
it might force them, out of self- 
consciousness, to make the try. 


So long as he doesn't dare them, 


they can try to save face by fore- 
going force and trying to gel the 
islands through peaceful negotia- 
tion'and perhaps a promise to be 
good boys. 


In that case, Eisenhower might 


let them have the islands, particr 
ularly since this country's allies 
are cool about fighting for them. 


It has been said inside the ad- 


ministration a decision on defend- 
ing the islands is being delayed 
until it can be seen whether 
a 


Red attack on them would jeop- 
ardize Formosa, 


That doesn't seem much of 
s 


reason. American military 
merit, 


Eisenhower's 
advisers, 
certainly 


know already whether Red Chinese 
possession of Matsu and Quemoy 
would endanger Formosa. 


But if the vagueness about de- 


fending the islands, is merely 
a 


reluctance to make a decision un- 
til the moment of crisis, the Unit- 
ed States could find itself in the 
game embarrassing position it did

In a unique 
interview, I asked him to review 
his hits and errors, the high and 
low spots of his life, plus a look 
at the future. 


What was it like in those days

"It was wonderful," he said re- 


flectively. "But it was hectic. I 
never really had time to sit down 
•and think about where I was go- 
ing. I just enjoyed it."

Ike Hasn't 
Decided on 
Matsu Defense

WASHINGTON (P) — It is fairly 


c e r t a i n President 
Eisenhower 


hasn't decided whether this coun- 
try will fight to defend the Matsu 
and Quemoy islands from 
Red 


Chinese attack. He's been vague 
on it. The vagueness has a virtue. 


What isn't clear is whether the 


vagueness is deliberate or the re- 
sult of putting off a decision 
on 


an unpleasant problem until it oc- 
curs. If it's the latter, the vague- 
ness 
might turn out to be any- 


thing but a virtue. 


An individual high in the admin- 


istration —' he's been named by 
some newspapers as 
the Presi- 


dent's press secretary James C. 
Hagerty—told newsmen this week 
at an off-the-record dinner the d 
cision hasn't been made but prob- 
ably would be before an attack. 


There is no doubt about 
this 


country's determination to 
help 


Chiang Kai-shek and his National- 
ists defend Formosa. It is pledged 
by treaty to do so. But it is not 
committed to defending the small 
islands in the Formosa Strait. 


This is the virtue of vagueness 


on the islands: the 
Reds 
have 


threatened to take the islands. A 
warning from Eisenhower 
that 


they'd have to fight if they tried 
it might force them, out of self- 
consciousness, to make the try. 


So long as he doesn't dare them, 


they can try to save face by fore- 
going force and trying to gel the 
islands through peaceful negotia- 
tion'and perhaps a promise to be 
good boys. 


In that case, Eisenhower might 


let them have the islands, particr 
ularly since this country's allies 
are cool about fighting for them. 


It has been said inside the ad- 


ministration a decision on defend- 
ing the islands is being delayed 
until it can be seen whether 
a 


Red attack on them would jeop- 
ardize Formosa, 


That doesn't seem much of s 


reason. American military 
merit, 


Eisenhower's 
advisers, 
certainly 


know already whether Red Chinese 
possession of Matsu and Quemoy 
would endanger Formosa. 


But if the vagueness about de- 


fending the islands, is merely 
a 


reluctance to make a decision un- 
til the moment of crisis, the Unit- 
ed States could find itself in the 
game embarrassing position it did

loyal friends, bitter enemies, two

pointments and a rare triumph, 
climaxed by an Oscar. In a unique 
interview, I asked him to review 
his hits and errors, the high and 
low spots of his life, plus a look 
at the future. 


What was it like in those days 


when the babbysoxers were scream- 
ing over him? 


"It was wonderful," he said re- 


flectively. "But it was hectic. I 
never really had time to sit down 
•and think about where I was go- 
ing. 
I just enjoyed it." 


Was he ever really hurt by the 


young mobs? 


"No, not really. That part was 


blown up by reporters; it made 
for colorful writing, but it wasn't 
really true. The kids would grab 
for a handkerchief; that was starid- 
ard.
